‘School Unification Plan 
Meets Spirit, Letter of Law

Last spring a petition signed by 


erton and Menlo Park city coun- 


Committee for School District Or- 
ganization, asking that body to 
study the feasibility of forming a 
Menlo-Atherton Unified School 
District. 

One hearing was held on the 
proposal, but no indication has 
been received yet as to whether 
the committee will give the pro- 
position serious consideration. 

It is of some interest to note the 
policies of the State Board of Ed- 
ucation with regard to the reor- 
ganization of school districts, for 
this is the body to which county 
committees are responsible and 
must make their recommenda- 
tions. 

In July, 1953, the state board 
adopted the following: 

“The broad program of the State 
Board of Education is to secure 
the initiation of local action which, 
with the approval of the electors 
of the school districts concerned, 
will lead to the reorganization of 
local units of school administra- 
tion in conformity with present 
day conditions and standards.

3 Firemen Hurt 
As Flames Razed 
Atherton Landmark 


25 Years Ago: 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 25 years 
ago this week, the following 
items, here reproduced exactly 
as first published, were news in 
the young community: 


January 30, 1931: 


“A $50,000 home in Atherton, 
for years one of the show places 
of the Peninsula millionaire colo- 
ny is in ruins after a fire which 
swept through it last Saturday 
night, resulting in injuries to three 
Menlo Park firemen during a four- 
hour battle against the flames. 

“The home is that of Dr. Albert 
L. Howard, wealthy retired and so- 
cially prominent physician of Ath- 
erton. 

“Assistant Fire Chief Steven 
Gilbert of the local department 
may lose a finger of his right hand 
as a result of being cut with glass 
while fighting the fire .. . | 

“Firemen Ernest Carter and 
Jock Tuttle Jr. were cut about the 
face and hands with glass. 

“The Howard home was one of 
the oldest in Atherton and was lo- 
cated on an estate on Selby lane, | 
being a landmark in the commun- 
ity.”

that “Each county committee... 
shall, under the direction of the 
State Board of Education, formu- 
late plans and recommendations 
for the unification or other reor- 
ganization of the school districts 
in the county .. .’ 


The State Board of Education 


tentially 10,000 pupils in grades 
kindergarten through 12, but as 
low as 2000 will be considered, 
however. The unified district 
should include all of the area em- 
braced in a community. 

Existing high school districts 
should not be split unless each 
new part is adequate in size, and 
assessed valuation per pupil in 
each part does not deviate greatly 
from the original district, and un- 
less each part represents a separ- 
ate community unit. 

The unified district shall be 
planned to effect the greatest 
possible equalization of the tax 
base. 

It seems to me that our proposal 
is certainly in keeping with the 
letter and the spirit of the state 
board’s policy. 

At Oct. 31, 1955, there were 
7793 pupils enrolled in the Las 
Lomitas, Menlo Park and Ravens- 
wood school districts. There were 
also 5540 in Sequoia high school 
district of which at least 1500 
would come from the above three 
districts, making a total of 9293. 
This is certainly a “potential 10,- 
000.” The area comes much closer 
to being a community unit than ex- 
isting Sequoia, for we have few 
common ties with Redwood City 
and the north. 

Finally, by tieing the above-av- 
erage resources of the Menlo Park 
school district with the below-aver- 
age resources of Ravenswood, we 
surely accomplish the equalization 
requirement, without injuring the 
districts to the north. 

It would seem then, that if the 
County committee adheres to the 
policies of the state body under 
whose direction by law it func- 
tions, favorable consideration of 
our petition should result.

Neither has bleachers for 
home games at present and be- 
cause of Atherton law prohibit- 
ing conducting any commercial 
enterprises neither could charge 
admission if it had the facilities. 

Both schools are losing money 
on every home game they play. 

Admission charges at high 
school and junior college games 
and for 49er scrimmages would 
not only help the teams but 
could also help ease the burden 
of such an arena for the taxpay- 
ers. 

But legal and physical bar- 
riers make development of Bur- 
gess impossible at the moment. 

When the 18 acres comprising 
Burgess park were sold by the 
United States government to 
Menlo Park under a 20-year 
bond in 1948 for $78,000 several 


conditions were imposed. One of 
those was that -the area could 
not be used for any profit-mak- 
ing venture until the bonds were 
retired. 

This restriction could be lift- 
ed by paying off the full price 
on a portion oi the site on which 
the center could be constructed. 
But Menlo Park city fathers 
have demonstrated in the past 
that they believe large capital 
outlay, over $15,000, should be 
financed only by bond issue. 

The philosophy of the city 
council has been that people 
living here now shouldn’t pay 
the entire price for facilities 
which people living here in the 
future will use. 

The city council, although it 
extended an official invitation to 
the 49ers to return to the Menlo 
Park area, has ignored stadium 


possibilities and is developing 
a master use plan for the entire 
Burgess park area according to 
a preliminary plan made last 
year by San Carlos architect 
John Boucher. 

It did not include any bleacher 
or closed field site. 

At the time, Boucher was orig- 
inally retained by the council 
and the master-use plan was in- 
iliated the 49ers were still prac- 
ticing at Menlo college and Se- 
quoia’s field was available for 
most M-A home games. The need 
for a stadium was not as appar- 
ent as it is now. 

Suggestions that the 49ers 
could at least hold their prac- 
tices at Burgess are also void.

| Down to Earth: 


Now's the Time for Placing New Flowering Fruit 


By TERRY LEE 

No garden should be without a 
flowering fruit tree. This is the 

time to plant one, as they are bare 
root and inexpensive, and wiil 
flower this spring for you. 

There are so many from which 
to choose I can only tell you 
about the ones I like best. Act- 
ually. I, have only a few of these 
trees as I enjoy the blossom on 
the fruit bearing trees almost as 
much, and love the dividend of 
the fruit. 

A few of the flowering trees 
have tasty fruit, but this is an ex- 
ception. When these treés are used 
for a display by a patio or lawn it 
is desirable to use a variety that 
has insignificant fruit sp there will 
be no mess. 

This is well illustrated in the 
plum family. The purple-leaf plum 
(prunus pissardii), has very light 
sinsle flowers in February 
and purplish red foliage all sum 
mer which gives a handsome con 
trasting lift to a dark green back- 
ground.
